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A RETIRED police officer who 
was heard calling for help as his 
home went up in flames had just 
had a baby son, an inquest heard 
on Tuesday 

Delroy Watson, 48, of Bellings 
Road, Haverhill, died of carbon 
monoxide poisoning during 
the blaze at his home, coroner 
Yvonne Blake concluded. 

The fire began in the early 
hours of the morning on March 
19 this year. 

Ms Blake said the fire was 
“most likely to be electrical in 
origin”. 

She said Mr Watson’s neigh¬ 
bours, who had lived beside him 
for 10 years, “were awakened to 



the sound of three bangs and 
heard him saying ‘help me’” at 
about 2.20am. 

When they went outside, they 
saw two male neighbours at¬ 
tempting to break down the door. 

The men were then let inside 
using a spare key, and went up 
to the top floor to try to help Mr 
Watson, above. They could hear 


him calling from a room they 
believed to be the study of the 
house, but were not able to make 
it through the thick black smoke. 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service 
had been called by two female 
neighbours, and arrived at the 
scene after the neighbours’ res¬ 
cue attempt. 

Ms Blake said: “The fire bri¬ 
gade attended the three-storey 
house fire but were unable to get 
to the top floor landing due to 
heat and smoke.” 

Mr Watson’s body was later re¬ 
covered from the top-floor land¬ 
ing. 

Mr Watson’s wife, Rachel Ioan¬ 
na Watson, had given birth to a 
son, facob, in fanuary. 

She and the baby were in 
Walthamstow, London, at the 
time of the fire, looking for new 


accommodation there for the 
whole family. 

She had visited Mr Watson on 
luly 15 and 16. He had planned 
to travel down to London the day 
before the fire, fuly 18, but had 
been prevented by a flat tyre on 
his car. 

He had emailed his wife telling 
her he would not be able to come 
and asking her to wake him in the 
morning. 

Mr Watson had retired from 
the Metropolitan Police in 2013 
when he was diagnosed with 
multiple sclerosis. He had been 
informed this year that the con¬ 
dition was progressive, but ac¬ 
cording to his wife’s evidence, he 
was “staying positive”. 

The inquest took place at the 
Active Business Centre in Bury St 
Edmunds.

Burglars take 
iPad and cash 


MORE than £4,000 worth of 
goods and cash have been 
stolen in burglaries over the 
past week. 

Police are urging residents 
to be careful and not leave 
doors and windows open. 

A home in Haverhill’s Ick- 
leton Place suffered a break- 
in on Thursday, August 
6, between 12.15pm and 
2.05pm. 

The burglars took lug¬ 
gage and various items of 
jewellery, as well as electri¬ 
cal equipment including an 
iPad and two laptops. 

The value of the stolen 
goods is estimated to be a 
whopping £3,200. 

Burglars have also target¬ 
ed two properties in Chaun- 
try Road over the last week. 

One home was burgled on 
the afternoon of Saturday, 
August 8, between 2pm and 
4.30pm. Change and bank¬ 
notes were stolen from this 
address, adding up to a total 
of £1,167. 

Another attempted bur¬ 
glary took place on Chaun- 
try Road around the same 
time, although it was not 
discovered until later. A win- 
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dow was broken but nothing 
was taken. 

Detective Sergeant Ann 
Naylor, of the Bury St Ed¬ 
munds CID, said: “There has 
been a small number of bur¬ 
glaries in the Haverhill area 
recently and as always we 
would urge residents to en¬ 
sure they have secured their 
doors and windows properly 
to deny opportunist bur¬ 
glars an easy target. 

“This is something to 
be especially mindful of 
throughout the summer 
months, when people are 
more likely to have win¬ 
dows and doors open dur¬ 
ing warm weather and can 
either go out or go to bed 
forgetting to lock them. 

“However, some of these 
burglaries have involved en¬ 
try being forced during the 
daytime, which is a trend 
that has increased across 
the county over the past 
year. Due to this we have 
been appealing for local 
communities to be our and

COURT 

Man stole £5k 
from employer 


A MAN stole more than 
£5,000 in cash from his em¬ 
ployer - and felt so guilty he 
threw some of it in a bin. 

Glenn Michael Watts, 42, 
of St Botolph’s Place, Haver¬ 
hill, admitted stealing from 
his employers at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday. 

Watts worked for G4S, a 
company that organises se¬ 
cure delivery of cash. He was 
a driver collecting deliveries 
of cash from safes. 

On three occasions in 
May, the court heard, Watts 
picked up a delivery from 
a Center Parcs in Woburn, 
Bedfordshire, and found that 
the packets of cash were not 
properly sealed. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said on the second of the 
three occasions, on May 25, 
Watts had “gone to Center 
Parcs and saw the bags were 
not sealed correctly so he 
dipped in and grabbed a 
handful of cash.” 

He added: “He felt guilty so 
he threw it away. He said he 
threw the cash into a public 
bin. The money has not been 
retrieved.” 

On May 25 he stole £2,100. 
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The incident followed anoth¬ 
er occasion on May 17 when 
Watts had stolen £1,800. 

He was arrested on May 
29 at his place of work af¬ 
ter stealing a further £1,620 
from another incorrectly- 
sealed package. 

When he was arrested, the 
money he had stolen that 
day was discovered inside a 
holdall. 

Mr Brown said: “He was 
already late and he tried to 
complete the job quickly. He 
noticed that both the secu¬ 
rity tags had not been sealed 
correctly. 

“He grabbed a handful and 
he placed the cash inside the 
holdall. He felt bad about it 
and considered throwing the 
money away. He forgot to do 
that and returned to the de¬ 
pot, which is where he was 
searched.” 

The £1,620 was recovered 
but the rest of the money - 
£3,900-was not. 

Defending, Simon Rice 
said: “On each occasion, for 


some inexplicable reason, 
Mr Watts stuck his hand in. 

“Mr Watts was earning, 
before tax, about £2,100 per 
month. He had a great job, 
which he did relatively enjoy. 
He had no requirement for 
money. He had no debts, he 
had no drug problem.” 

He added that Watts had 
previously worked in the 
collecting office which pro¬ 
cesses deliveries, and “knew 
straight away that he was go¬ 
ing to be found out”. 

Watts also pleaded guilty 
to possessing cannabis, but 
Mr Rice said: “This cannabis 
could not actually be con¬ 
sumed. It was so old it had 
flies or moths living in it.” 

Watts was given a 30-week 
suspended sentence, with 
a requirement of 240 hours’ 
unpaid work. 

He was ordered to pay 
back the £3,900 that had not 
been recovered, and a fur¬ 
ther £345 in court costs.

We’re not ALL 
digital experts... 

ACCORDING to recent figures 
released by the Office for National 
Statistics, there are approximately 5 
million people in the UK (1 4 % of all 
UK households) who have never used 
the internet. 

The East of England alone is home 
to 501,000 such people. The figures 
increase significantly for the most 
vulnerable groups within our society, 
such as the elderly. This doesn't 
account for the further millions of 
people who simply do not have 
digital skills or confidence needed 
to manage sensitive financial 
information safely online. It also 
ignores the many thousands of 
disabled people (and their carers) 
whose often fluctuating physical 
abilities mean that managing their 
affairs online is often impractical or 
indeed impossible. 

Despite these figures, many UK 
businesses such as banks, utility 
providers and telecoms companies 
have put more and more emphasis 
on digital communication as part of 
their approach to customer services. 
Banks have encouraged customers 
to switch to online-only accounts. 
Energy companies offer lower costs 
if you abandon the traditional paper 
bill. Even the Government is keen 
to push as many public services as 
ossible online. All of these changes 
ave been based on the assumption 
that it will be faster and easier for 
customers. 

Many would have you believe that 
people who don't want to manage 
their affairs online represent an 
insignificant minority. These people 
are painted as luddites clinging on to 
an outdated and impractical system. 
The Keep Me Posted campaign 
is dedicated to making sure that 
everyone has a choice in how they 
receive bills and statements from 
their providers, and aren't financially 
penalised for needing or wanting to 
manage their affairs by post. 

We have found that most of us 
believe this should be a basic 
consumer right. Our extensive 
research has also found that even 
people who are digitally capable tend 
to manage their affairs better if they 
communicate with their provider via 
post. 

We must protect the rights of all 
consumers and make sure we don't 
apply a 'one-size-fits-all' approach to 
something as essential as customer 
communication with banks and other 
vital services.

...but why can’t 
we text 999? 

SMARTPHONES have become the 
hub of our daily lives and are now 
in the pockets of two thirds of UK 
adults, and the vast majority of young 
people own one. 

Even half of 55-64-year-olds now 
own a smartphone. 

The Ofcom 2015 Communications 
Market Report highlights the urgent 
need for radical changes to be made 
to the 999 emergency service so that 
those in need can text as well as call. 


Much of the technology we need 
to update our emergency service is 
available today. But we urgently need 
to make progress now, with clear 
ownership from Government and 
Ministerial leadership. 

A data-based emergency service 
would allow people to text alerts via 
any appropriate app on a chosen 
easy-to-remember special number, 
such as 999 - and these alerts 
would then be passed to the human 
emergency operator. The main 
engineering challenge would be to 
set up priority routing of alerts to 
this special number in order to avoid 
delays at busy times. This needs to 
be arranged in consultation with the 
main mobile and app-based text

Teens can 
get jab for 
brain disease 

TEENAGERS are being urged to 
get vaccinated for a potentially 
deadly disease. 

GPs will be inviting everyone 
born between September 1 1996 
and August 31 1997 to have the 
jab, which can protect them 
from meningitis, which causes 
inflammation of the brain, and 
blood poisoning. 

Both diseases, which can 
be fatal or cause long-term 
complications, are caused by 
meningococcal strains. One 
of the four strains the vaccine 
protects against is Men W, which 
has increased from 22 cases in 
2009 to 117 in 2014. 

It is important for teens 
heading off to university to be 
vacccinated, as they are about 
to come into contact with lots of 
new people, some of whom my 
carry meningococcal bacteria. 

Cllr Tony Goldson, Suffolk 
County Council cabinet member 
for health, said: "I encourage 
all eligible teenagers to take 
up the vaccination offer when 
they are contacted by their GP. 
Those aged 19 to 24 who are 
also first-time university entrants 
can also contact their GP for the 
vaccination." 

He also encouraged teens 
to familiarise themselves with 
meningitis symptoms.

A ROUNDABOUT known 
for sending drivers “spin¬ 
ning” uncontrollably has 
been improved.

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CCTV of the incidents as 
they were off to the side of 
the school, but that police 
officers were monitoring the 
situation. 

He said: “Patrols have 
been stepped up in the area 
of the Clements. We have 
been going round to make 
sure no further damage is 
done.” 

He urged residents who 
saw youths or anyone sus¬ 
picious in the area to call 
Haverhill Police on 101. 

Headteacher of Clements 
Primary Caroline Zwier- 
zchowska-Dod said: “We 
are devastated that people 
are misusing our site and 
causing so much damage. 
It stops is from using these 
areas for learning and costs 
money which could be bet¬ 


ter spent on the children.” 

The arson comes after a 
number of other fire-start¬ 
ing incidents in Haverhill, 
including reports of arson 
at the Howe Road skatepark 
and a large straw fire on 
Great Wilsey Farm in Haver¬ 
hill Road, Little Wratting.

PRISONERS have taken part 
in a punishing physical chal¬ 
lenge to raise money for a lo¬ 
cal charity. 

Twenty-four of the in¬ 
mates at HMP Highpoint 
near Stradishall were chal¬ 
lenged to cover a distance 
of 500 miles in five hours 
on running, cycling, cross 
-training or rowing gym ma¬ 
chines. 

The task was part of HMP 
Highpoint’s efforts in the St 
Nicholas Hospice Care Accu¬ 
mulator Challenge, in which 
local businesses are asked to 
generate as much money as 
possible from a £50 grant. 

The prisoners could use 
any of the machines to com¬ 
plete the challenge, with 
some staying on the tread¬ 
mill all day, while others 
mixed it up. 

They managed to exceed 
the orginial expectation,

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covering a whopping 668 
miles in the five hours. This 
smashed their previous re¬ 
cord, made two years ago for 
the same challenge. 

The prisoners taking part 
were supervised by physi¬ 
cal education officers Pete 
Foody and Scott Gage. 

Scott said that partici¬ 
pants were only allowed to 
leave when they promised to 
collect as much sponsorship 
money as possible. 

He added that the pri- 
soers put in a fantastic ef¬ 
fort and rarely stopped at all 
throughout the event. 

Rachel Card, hospice cor¬ 
porate fundraiser, said: “It’s 
great to see so many people 
getting involved and work¬ 
ing together to raise funds. 


“Every penny raised by 
Highpoint and all the other 
organisations taking part in 
the Accumulator Challenge 
go to a great cause and help 
the hospice to make living 
with dying better for people 
facing long-term and life- 
threatening illnesses, and 
their families.” 

The challenge took place 
at Highpoint South. A simi¬ 
lar event is set to take place 
at Highpoint North on Sep¬ 
tember 6. 

The Accumulator Chal¬ 
lenge was launched in June, 
and participating organisa¬ 
tions have until October 1 
to raise as much money as 
possible. 

It has been running for five 
years, and last year’s chal¬ 
lenge raised £70,000 for the 
hospice. Other participating 
organisations include Sanofi 
and Samuel Ward Academy.

New pond idea does not hold water 


DEVELOPERS have scrapped 
plans to install ponds on a 
housing site - because there 
would not be enough water 
to fill them. 

The ponds were proposed 
in the original plans for 
Bloor Homes' 91-house 
development off Hamlet 
Road in the centre of 
Haverhill. 

A decision on the greenery 
and drainage on the site was 
deferred by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council's 
development control 
committee after complaints 
from a homeowner at nearby 
Croft House. 


The complaint was 
resolved by selling a 
small piece of land to the 
homeowner, but while 
looking into the application, 
planning officers discovered 
a problem with the proposed 
ponds. 

A planning officer's report 
on the application reads: "It 
has now been ascertained 
that the 'ponds' would not 
hold water during normal 
use and as such would be 
a bare feature which would 
not enhance the public open 
space or provide any level of 
visual amenity to residents." 

At a meeting of the 


development control 
committee last Thursday, 
planning officer Gemma 
Pannell said: "It has become 
apparent that those ponds 
would not receive enough 
water to make them 
an attractive landscape 
feature." 

Instead, plans have been 
put in place to create a new 
landscape feature in the 
form of a "planted labyrinth 
with a central tree to provide 
a focal point". 

The new plans 
were approved by the 
development control 
committee at the meeting.

A SUPERMARKET has

More surgeries 
will join forces 


TWO South Cambridgesh¬ 
ire GP surgeries are set to 
merge next year - in a move 
that mirrors a completed 
merger in Haverhill. 

The partners of Linton 
Health Centre and Sawston 
Medical Practice are work¬ 
ing towards merging the two 
partnerships by next April. 

Plans to unite Sawston 
and Linton - which deliver 
services to a total of 26,000 
patients - have been in the 
pipeline for the last two 
years. 

The move is thought to be 
the first merger of its kind 
in South Cambridgeshire, 
but it mirrors the merging 
of the former Clements and 
Christmas Makings surger¬ 
ies in Haverhill. The new 
merged practice, named the 
Haverhill Family Practice, 
was launched at the begin¬ 
ning of June. 

Partner at the new prac¬ 
tice Dr Neville Selby said 
at the time that the merger 
was particularly necessary 
in Haverhill because of an

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ancient funding formula 
which has penalised doc¬ 
tors and patients here for 40 
years. 

Gerard Newnham, prac¬ 
tice business manager at 
the Sawston practice, said 
about the planned changes: 
“It’s about being fit for the 
future. General practice is 
increasingly complicated 
and sophisticated. Small 
practices with one of two 
people running it is very dif¬ 
ficult. What we’re able to do 
is employ IT managers, HR 
managers and facility man¬ 
agers which are already now 
in place rather than one per¬ 
son being Jack of all trades.” 

Both practices have said 
the merger is not a cost¬ 
saving exercise - there will 
be no reduction in staffing 
levels on either site. 

Gerard said that at the be¬ 
ginning most patients will 
continue to see doctors and 


nurses in their own prac¬ 
tices. 

Each site will continue to 
provide all the current ser¬ 
vices for patients and, over 
time, it is hoped to be able 
to provide more services 
shared between the sites. 

And the merger will mean 
it will be easier to accommo¬ 
date the extended 8am-8pm 
opening hours which will 
eventually be introduced. 

The partners said at the 
moment neither practice 
could comfortably offer 
such extended hours alone, 
but together that becomes 
more feasible. 

Sheila Griffiths, prac¬ 
tice manager and partner 
at Linton Health Centre, 
added: “Our two practices 
have been working closely 
together for two years now, 
working towards the point 
of merging. It is a very busy, 
but exciting, time to be 
working in general practice 
at the moment: so many 
challenges, but also oppor¬ 
tunities.”

Rovers show community spirit 


“WHEN we first came here, 
people may have thought it 
was just going to be for a sen¬ 
ior football club, but now 
they’re realising it’s for the 
community,” said HCSA 
facilities manager and foot¬ 
ball development officer, 
Peter Betts. 

“There is a provision for 
football at this site for chil¬ 
dren who are three-years- 
old up to 65-years-old, 
male and female. We’ve got 
good links with the schools 
where we deliver projects, 
but more importantly it is 
used as a community hub.” 

The New Croft is not just 
used for sport, but for slim¬ 
ming groups, trade and busi¬ 
ness fairs, weddings and 
birthday parties, as well as 
the boardroom being hired 
out for meetings. Samuel 
Ward Academy already ben¬ 
efit from being next door, 
offering a post-16 academy 
which offers students routes

into football, education and 
employment. 

Alongside Rovers’ work 
with partner clubs in sur¬ 
rounding villages, Betts is 
eager to expand their reach 
into primary schools and 
believes the 3G pitch will 
help with that aim. “We do 
school league festivals on 
site here, but as you can im¬ 
agine in the winter on grass 
pitches, it is hard and you’re 
cancelling the fixtures,” said 
Betts. “Young people look 
forward to playing and you 
hate to have to break their 
hearts when it’s a water¬ 
logged pitch. They don’t 
really understand, but next 
year we’ll be able to play 52 
weeks of the year, no matter 
what.” 

Half of the project is be¬ 
ing funded by the Football 
Foundation, Football Sta¬ 
dia Improvement Fund and 


the Premier League, with 
HCSA currently in negotia¬ 
tions with partners to secure 
the rest. They are confident 
those negotiations will be 
completed soon and Betts 
is excited by the various 
initiatives that are in the 
pipeline for once the pitch 
is installed. 

“There are big plans to 
run Monday night leagues 
and social inclusion pro¬ 
jects, which we can link into 
the police to help reduce an¬ 
ti-social behaviour, which 
we’d like to do,” said Betts. 
“We haven’t had the facil¬ 
ity to do that, but having a 
floodlit facility can accom¬ 
modate young people and 
people who need opportu¬ 
nities, and also provide exit 
routes into employment and 
maybe coaching and volun¬ 
teer roles internally. There 
are so many opportunities 
which are going to come 
from it.”

“We changed our manager during the 
course of the season which was a chal¬ 
lenge and a testing time,” said Shulver, 
reflecting on the 2014/15 campaign. 

“We didn’t want to rush into a decision 
to appoint and new manager so it took

us a good two or three months to do it. 
During that time we decided to use the 
season as consolidation. We didn’t go out 
and spend silly amounts of money and we 


kept the team in the Premier Division sta¬ 
tus so in the end it was quite a successful 
season. With the challenging start we had 
we were happy to finish where we did.” 

These are exciting times for Rovers both 
on and off the field, with a 3G playing sur¬ 
face set to give more opportunities to the 
footballers of Haverhill as the next stage 
of development at the New Croft takes 
shape. Haverhill Community Sports Asso¬ 
ciation (HCSA) are pushing ahead with a 
£600,000 project to install the floodlit arti¬ 
ficial surface at the Chalkstone Way venue 
and hope to have it in use by next year. It 
will be installed on what is currently the 
training pitch at the New Croft, allowing 
Rovers to expand what they can offer to 
the community. From having 12 teams 
when they moved to the ground five years 
ago, Rovers expect to have 35 teams at all 
age groups by the 2016/17 season. 

The town’s other team, Haverhill Bor¬ 
ough, also use the ground and with the 
nearest 3G pitch currently eight miles 
away in Linton, there is a need for a facil¬ 
ity in the town.

T HE archetypal 80s band, Spandau Ballet return for a second 
time to Newmarket, playing the Newmarket Nights show 
tomorrow. 

They arrived on our radio, in our magazines and on our screens 
right at the beginning of the 1980s, with the sense that they were 
a team, a gang, albeit an extremely extravagantly-dressed kind of 
a gang. Founded in the punk era by school friends Gary Kemp, 
John Keeble and Steve Norman, Tony Hadley was enlisted to sing 
and then Gary's younger brother Martin joined on bass a couple of 
years later. 

Martin, pictured right, says: "It's always a bit of a blur. There are 
some moments that are really vivid, and some moments that I'll 
catch on MTV and look at it, and it feels like somebody else. There 
are some moments that I'm not sure if I remember, or if they're 
from a video." 

Martin clearly adored the whole whirlwind, though. "The 80s 
was a great period, there were great 
songs coming from everywhere, it just 
seemed to be a real stream of good 
stuff coming out." 

Genuinely excited and animated 
when talking about the current tour, 

Martin has even gained a different 
perspective on the band's immense 
back-catalogue by performing around 
the world. 

"It's a funny thing," he explains 
"because over here we think that 
everybody's going to think the best 
Spandau track is Gold. But you go 
to different countries and they have 
different favourites. If you go to 
America the national anthem of slow 
songs over there is True, and then in 
Italy, for example, it's / Fly For You. 

Countries joined the Spandau train 
at different times, so they all have 
their big Spandau tracks." 

He refuses to be drawn on what 
his own particular favourite is, 
though. 

A contented family man, having 
been happily married to fellow 
80s star Pepsi (of Wham-backing- 
singers Pepsi and Shirley fame), 
and with grown up kids, his 
philosophy on life appears to 
have served him well through 
the years of craziness and 
beyond. "I love the whole idea 
of entertainment - everything 
that I do is my hobby. I tell my 
kids that a lot." 

And, as he anticipates the 
band's second appearance 
at Newmarket Nights this 
weekend (they first played 
there in 2010), he fondly 
remembers the sun going 
down and and the fantastic 
people.

The task of putting the 
machine through its paces fell 
to international pro-skateboard 
star Ross McGouran, who 
said: "I've spent 20 years 
skateboarding, but without 
friction it feels like I've had 
to learn a whole new skill, 
particularly in the stance and 
balance you need to ride the 
hoverboard." 

Lexus worked with a 
team of scientists from ILW 
Dresden and evico GmbH 
who specialise in magnetic 
levitation technology. 

Lollowing extensive testing 
with McGouran in Germany, 
the team were determined 
to push the hoverboard to its 
limits, conducting further tests 
in a dynamic environment. 

The hoverpark was 
constructed using around 200 
metres of magnetic track set 
beneath the surface of an area 
similar to a conventional skate 
park. This gave Lexus and 
McGouran the opportunity 
to demonstrate tricks that 


no skateboard could ever 
perform, including travelling 
across water. The results 
are captured in Slide, a film 
helmed by award-winning 
director Henry-Alex Rubin. 

The Lexus Hoverboard 
features two cryostats, 
reservoirs which contain 
superconducting material, kept 
at -197°C through immersion 
in liquid nitrogen. The board 
is placed above a track fitted 
with permanent magnets to 
achieve magnetic levitation. 

Dr Oliver de Hass, CEO of 
evico, said: "The magnetic 
field from the track is 
effectively 'frozen' into the 
superconductors in the board, 
maintaining the distance 
between the board and track 
- essentially keeping the board 
in a hover. The force is strong 
enough that the rider can 
stand and even jump on the 
board." 

Mark Templin, executive vice 


president Lexus International, 
said: "We set out to push the 
boundaries of technology, 
design and innovation to 
make the impossible possible, 
collaborating with partners who 
share our passion for creating 
enjoyment out of motion. 

"As we combined our 
technology and expertise, 
we discovered that making 
a hoverboard isn't an easy 
rocess. We've experienced 
ighs and lows and have 
overcome a few challenges, 
but through mutual 
determination we have 
created a demonstration of 
our philosophy in design and 
technology to create Amazing 
in Motion." 

The Lexus Hoverboard 
film Slide features the new 
hoverboard together with 
the new GS L saloon, the 
forthcoming addition to 
Lexus's L-designated range of 
high-performance models.
